Those are Home of the principles on 
w hich the president appealed to the 
nation to ‘ lay aside old prejudices 
and old antag onism s,’’ and g ive su p ­ 
port to a constructive policy of rac­ 
ial relationship. 
“ Politically and econom ically, there 
need bo no occasion for g reat 
and 
perm anent 
differentiation, 
provided 
on both sides there shall be recog ni­ 
tion of 
the absolute diverg ence 
in 
thing s social and racial.” 
“ I would say lot the black man vote 
when he is fit to vote; prohibit the 
white man voting when he is unfit to 
vote." 
“ I wish that both the tradition of a 
solidly Dem ocratic 
South 
and 
the 
tradition of 
a 
solidly 
Republican 
black race might be broken up.” 
“ I would insist upon equal educa­ 
tional opportunities for both.” 
No Social Equality. 
“ Men of both races m ay well stand 
uncom prom ising ly ag ainst every su g ­ 
g estion of social equality. 
This is not 
a question of social equality, but a 
question of recog nizing fundam ental, 
eternal, inescapable difference."

It was devoted alm ost exclusively to 
the race question, althoug h .Mr. H ard­ 
ing also took occasion to 
praise

south for its industrial recovery and 
to renew his faith in the world lead­ 
ership of a reunited nation.
